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In Christian theology, the concept of dualism suggests that there are two separate and equally powerful 
entities, one representing good and the other representing evil. In this framework, God represents the force of 
good, while Satan represents the force of evil. This view may seem plausible at first glance, but a deeper 
examination of Scripture reveals that this idea of dualism contradicts biblical teaching. 

The Bible clearly teaches that while Satan does have some power, he is not on an equal footing with God 
Almighty. Satan was created by God as an angel before he chose to rebel against Him, as detailed in passages 
like Isaiah 14:12-15 and Ezekiel 28:13-17. These verses describe the fall of Satan from his exalted position, 
emphasizing that he is a created being who, despite his rebellion, remains subordinate to God's sovereign will. 


Therefore, while Satan is indeed powerful, his power is limited and derived, not inherent or equal to God's. 


The Scripture also reassures believers of God’s supremacy over Satan. In 1 John 4:4, we read, "You, dear 
children, are from God and have overcome them, because the one who Is in you is greater than the one who is 
in the world." This verse clearly establishes that God, who resides in the hearts of believers, is greater than 
Satan, who is referred to as "the one in the world." The essence of good, represented by God Almighty, is the 
most powerful force in the universe. In contrast, evil, represented by Satan, is a lesser force that cannot match 
God’s omnipotence. In any confrontation between good and evil, good will always prevail because it is rooted 


in the all-powerful nature of God. 


Any doctrine that portrays good and evil as two equally opposing forces contradicts the clear teachings of the 
Bible. God’s Word consistently portrays God as the supreme authority, the Creator, and the ruler of all things, 
both visible and invisible. The notion that Satan could ever be equal to God is fundamentally flawed and aligns 
more with human philosophy than with biblical truth. Such a belief is a distortion of the reality that God is 


sovereign and all-powerful, and Satan, though a real and active adversary, is ultimately a defeated foe. 


Based on the biblical teachings, Satan, as a created being, may have angel-level power but is far lower than the 
Creator. Satan was originally created by God as an angel before he rebelled, as indicated in passages like 
isaiah 14:12-15 and Ezekiel 28:13-17. This establishes that Satan is a created being, not an eternal or self-existent 
entity like God. While Satan does have some power, he is not on equal footing with God Almighty. His power is 


limited and derived, not inherent or equal to God's. 


The Bible reassures believers of God's supremacy over Satan. 1 John 4:4 states, "You, dear children, are from 
God and have overcome them, because the one who is in you is greater than the one who is in the world." This 
clearly establishes that God, who resides in believers, is greater than Satan. Satan's rebellion and subsequent 
expulsion from heaven demonstrate that his power is not equal to God's. Revelation 12:/-9 recounts this event, 
describing a war in heaven where Satan and his angels were defeated and cast down to the earth. This 
reinforces the fact that Satan's power is limited and that he is a defeated enemy who cannot rival God's power 


and authority. 


The Bible emphasizes that God is the only omnipotent being. !saiah 45:5-7 declares God's unique sovereignty 
and control over all things, stating that there is no other power that can rival Him. These biblical references 
clearly demonstrate that while Satan possesses angel-level power, he is vastly inferior to God in power and 
authority. Satan remains a created being, subject to the limitations imposed by his Creator, and ultimately 


destined for defeat and judgment. 


The Bible also emphasizes that God is the only omnipotent being. |saiah 45:5-7 declares, "/ am the Lord, and 
there is no other; there is no God but me. | will strengthen you, though you do not know me, so that all may 
know from the rising of the sun to its setting that there is no one but me. |! am the Lord, and there is no other. | 
form light and create darkness, | make success and create disaster; |!qam the Lord, who does all these things." 
This passage is a powerful affirmation that God alone is sovereign and in control of all things, and there is no 


other power that can rival Him. 


The idea of dualism is a philosophical construct that finds no support in Scripture. It originates from a human 
desire to explain the existence of evil in a way that seems to balance the scales of cosmic power. However, the 
Bible provides a different explanation for the existence of evil: it is a consequence of rebellion against God, 
both in the spiritual realm and among humanity. Satan, in his pride, sought to elevate himself to a status equal 
to or above God, but his attempts have always been in vain. 

In conclusion, there is no dualism in the biblical worldview. There is only one supreme power, and that is God 
Almighty. Satan, while a formidable foe, is not God's equal. He is a created being who operates within the limits 
set by God and will ultimately be defeated and judged as described in Revelation 20:10: "The devil who 
deceived them was thrown into the lake of fire and sulfur where the beast and the false prophet are, and they 
will be tormented day and night forever and ever." This is the ultimate fate of evil and a powerful reminder that 


God's sovereignty and goodness will prevail eternally. 


Understanding this truth helps Christians to recognize the spiritual battle we are in, but also to stand firm in the 
knowledge that our God is infinitely more powerful than any adversary. This understanding should lead us to 


greater trust in God's power and His ultimate victory over all evil. 
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
